” That’s the stance the 
Dansville Village Board took at a 
recent meeting when some 
tesidents appeared to complain 
about a dog in their neighborhood. 
As you know, dog laws are strictly 
enforced in the village by Warden 
Jim McKinney. 

Of course it’s impossible for him 
Qr any warden to prevent a dog 
from getting loose—that’s the 
esponsibility of the owners. 
Davidsen said it was brought out 
repeatedly at the hearing that the 
vast majority of dog owners are 
responsible people and that most 
of the problems revolve around ir- 
responsible dog owners rather 
than the dogs themselves. We 
agree. Almost any breed of dog 
can be trained to be “vicious”— 
some easier than others, or 
course. 

Most people have dogs as pets 
who get along very well with 

people, both young and old. In 
some cases, however, dogs are 
trained to watch over property 
and they carry out this function 
very well. They are the type we 
give a wide berth. 

Right now it’s the pit bulls gain- 
ing the attention as a result of 
some attacks’ on children. 
Previously, other breeds have 
been accused of being “dan- 


gerous.” As has been pointed out, 
common sense and responsible 
owners can handle the problem. 
Nothing is 100 percent sure and 
there will be cases of dogs attack- 
ing people. There’s no way around

Dansville Junior High School 
will open its doors to students for 
the 1987-88 year next Wednesda 
morning and 421 pupils are ex- 
pected to file through the doors 

Students will report to their 
homeroom to receive a schedule of 
classes and course assignments. 
An extended time is planned to 
distribute class schedules, locker 
assignments and for completing 
opening day information sheets. 
The cafeteria will be open for full 
service on the first day. The stu- 
dent handbook also will be dis- 
tributed Wednesday. Principal 
Robert Hilliard emphasized that 
there are some changes, especially 
in the school discipline policy, 
which need to be examined by 
students and parents. 

School will begin at 8 a.m. and 
end at 2:30 p.m. for the first dis- 
missal and 3:20 p.m. for the late 
dismissal. Hilliard said the school 
goal is “students will achieve 
closer to their potential by 
demonstrating competence in or- 
ganizing and completing tasks in 
an educational setting ap- 
propriate to their learning style.” 

The bicentennial observance of 
the country’s Constitution will be 
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a highlight of the school year. Al- 
so, in grades seven and eight, A 
and B ability groups are being 
combine (except in mathematics) 
in order to meet scheduling 
priorities.
